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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 12 and 13), filed 6/5/2009, with 
respect to claims 1-21 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-21 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* The rejected claims have been amended for clarification and newly added 
claims are supported by the original specification; 

* The present invention provides a new method, system and computer readable 
medium for adjusting a color balance, to permit the robust and effective control and type 
definition of the color balance correction gain so that it achieves good results in difficult 
lighting condition (specification, page 10, lines 14-17). 

Particularly, the new method, system and computer readable medium comprise 
the following features, which the prior art taken either singly or in combination does not 
teach: 

- defining... the cumulative histograms (see independent claim 1); 

- a fifth processing element... at least one color component (see independent 
claim 15); 

- means for defining,.... at least one color component (see independent claim 20 
and 22); 
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- software for defining,... at least one color component (see independent claim 

21).
